Nature or the abnormal 


condition of the system will soon dem- 
onMlruto the danger of Indulgence by 
the discomfort caused by too nracb. 
acidity In the stomach. Bo not eat 
pickle* unless you crave them, aud If 
after eating them, as an accessory, not 
In a large quantity, you fe*J no ill ef- 
fect, but on the other hand, agslmi'.ato 
your food properly, you may consider 
pickle* arc wholesome In your Indi- 
vidual cake nt leant. 


(Notp.—In all vegetable pickles, cat-

salt brine and let ttand from on* to 
two days 


Mr*. Grant'* French Piokle. 


Slice Into a stoneware or enrtbern 


Jar a pock of green tomatoes and six 
tat<!e Mexican onions. Pour over them 
a cupful of salt Let stand for twenty- 
tonr hours and strain aft the liquid.
